Information Disclosure Statement 

1. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 1/14/02 is considered. 

Interference 

2. Claims 49-77are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 135(b) as not being made prior to one 
year from the date on which U.S. Patent No. 6,171 ,327 was granted. See In re McGrew, 
120 F.3d 1236, 1238, 43 USPQ2d 1632,1635 (Fed. Cir. 1997) where the Court held that 
the application of 35 U.S.C. 135(b) is not limited to inter partes interference 
proceedings, but may be used as a basis for ex parte rejections. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claims 49-77 are objected to because of the following informalities: Claim 49, 52 
and 67, "a centering catheter disposed within" should be "a centering catheter disposed 
in". Appropriate correction is required.
